That the Church ever had Rights and Pri- 
uvileges conveyed to it, through a Sueceſhon 
Jof Generations diſtinct from the State, is 
evident not only from Hiſtory, but from the 
2 Confiderations of its Author, its Ordination, 
a5 and End. It is as plain that it enjoyed thoſe 
Rights before it was incorporated into any 
State,; and therefore when it became incor- 
-F porated, it could receive no new Right or 
2 Power which it had not before, only-that of 
the Protection of the State; and in this 
Senſe it may be ſaid to be Independent. Or 
if we ſay, as it was not a Creature of the- 
State, nor received any of its Fundamentals 
from thence, ſo the State has no Power to 
alter thoſe Fundamentals; nay. it cannot, 
they being Divine, and therefore Eternal; 
ſo that in this Reſpect too, the Chureb is In- 
io dependent. Again, as to its particular On. 
ces and Functions, they being ſettled before 
its Civil Incorporation; theſe too muſt be 
unalterable; and as to the Exereiſe of them, 
the State can have no Authority to interpoſe

Our Reformer, when they ſpoke upon 
this Point, only mean 1n Oppoſition to the

the pretended Claim of St. Peters Succeſſor, 
But may not the Church be Independent, be- 
cauſe the Ling appoints the Perſons, and the 
Manner of exerciſing the Eccleſiaſtical Au- 
zbority > This is a Reaſoning, no Man of 
Senſe can comply with.
